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Proceedings are ancillary to the cause for which the jurisdiction of a temporary judge has been stipulated, so that the temporary 
judge does not have stipulated jurisdiction to such proceedings, where the proceedings are heard and determined on a separate 


record independent of the ruling in the stipulated cause, and thus are not a continuation of that cause. l Where a judge is assigned 
a cause pursuant to an exchange agreement between judges which includes all ancillary proceedings arising in connection with 


the cause, any other judge but the assigned judge is deprived of authority to act in such proceedings.” 


Proceedings are the direct progeny of the cause for which the jurisdiction of a temporary judge has been stipulated, so that the 
temporary judge has stipulated jurisdiction to such proceedings, if they question the finality of the temporary judge's ruling 
or are part of the stipulated cause, such as motions for a new trial, motions to vacate due to mistake or excusable neglect, or 


motions to reconsider the ruling.”
